As the freight train went by the 


three men seized Smith, took S80 from 
his pockets, tore his diamond scarf pin 
from his necktie, robbed the ticket 
office of money and seized every article 
of value in sight. 


Sheriff Clausmeier says the three 


men were railroaders as they knew all 
the train signals, knew all about train 
orders, and one of them understood 
tclegraping train orders. The officers 
are still on the trail and have the 
country for severals miles around the 
scene of the robbery covered.

COIN'S FALSE SCHOOL. 


Errors in the Book Sharply and 


Cleverly Exposed. 


Alleged Purpose of tl»c Author in Writ- 


ing a Satire on Current Political Blacuas- 
iriii Wliicli Some Persons Are Inclined 
to Take Seriously—A Currency C«te- 
chiam That Knocks Out Financial Char- 
latans—Numerous Questions Answered 
Which Harvey Coin's Cub Ignored. 


R. W. Knott in Louisville Post: A 


tired newspaper man sought amusement 
in an idle hour, and began a work of fic- 
tion pure and simple. As he progressed 
he decided to change its purpose and 
make it a satire on current political dis- 
cussion. 


Then it occurred to him to enliven his 


text with diagrams, to stir in a few sta- 
tistics, to add a foot note or two, to tack 
on an appendix, and to send it out as a 
popular treatise on political economy, 
which he did, and he called it "Coin's 
Financial School." 


It is one of the most amusing of re- 


cent publications, but the most amusing 
thing ubout it is that some persons are 
inclined to take the book seriously. 


The writer <juotes a statute and clips 


it off in the middle; he jumbles his fig- 
ures like a preatidigateur, and then tells 
the spectators that they will find the 
answer in their hats. He makes his 
comparison of value by diagrams of 
weight; he asks if you divide the wheat 
crop by a given nuinbei- of ounces of 
gold how many apples will England buy 
of America. He insists that though the 
gold product of the world in 1893 is as 
large as the gold and silver product of 
the world in 1873, yet the refusal any 
longer to coin the silver dollar accounts 
for the decline in prices twenty years 
after the crime of 1873. He asks if it is 
not plain that we cannot pay the debts 
of the world in gold when the debts are 
twenty times as great as the gold. Al- 
together his conundrums are as marvel- 
ously constructed as his statutes, and 
they are fearfully and wonderfully made. 
But as he answers his conundrums him- 
self his kindergartners are satisfied and 
they havs Coin as a great financial 
authority. 


Unfortunately his auditors or readers 


are sincere, however much the author

bug, and he finds himself a kihg for a 
day, as Bellamy did. 


It is only another illustration of the 


necessity of teaching the rudiments of 
political knowledge in our public schools. 
Coin has not the first conception of 
money, of industry or of commerce. 
There ia not in this book the least indi 
cation that this "teacher" has ever 
studied either the history of commerce 
or the first principles of political econ- 
omy. 
The book is so lacking in the first 


elements of serious work that men in 
earnest hesitate to refer to it at all, and 
when they do do not know where to 
begin. 


The following chatechistn is designed 


to present clearly the first principles in 
the currency question; to show the re- 
lation of money to wealth; of coin to 
wealth; of coin to money; and to trace 
the development of modern commerce 
from its first stage of barter. It is be- 
lieved that if one has distinctly in mind 
a few historical facts, a few scientific 
principles founded on these facts, OEO 
cannot be imposed on by financial char- 
latans or economic quacks.

the sake of clearness.—ED.] 


Q.—What is the object of man's in- 


dustry? 


A.—The necessaries, conveniences and 


amusements of life. 


Q.—Can man by his own industry pro- 


duce all that he desires? 


A.—By his own industry he satisfies a 


portion of his desires and exchanges a 
portion of his product for the product 
of the labor of others. 


Q.—What is the basis of this ex- 


change? 


A.—Labor is the real measure of the 


exchangeable value of all commodities. 


Q.—Is'one man's labor the equal of 


another man's labor? 


A.—The value of men's labor varies. 


There may be more value produced in 
one hour's hard work than in two hours' 
easy business, more value in production 
in an hour's application to a trade which 
it has taken ten years to learn than in aI 
week's industry in an ordinary occupa- j 
tion. 
! 


Q.—By what means is one man's labor 


compared with the labor of another? 


A.—By a comparison of what each 


produces with some other commodity 
which serves as a common denominator. 


Q.—For the purpose of comparison, 


what commodities are generally used? 


A.—Gold and silver, 
Q._What qualities make these metals 


desirable? 


A.—They are the least periBhabIe,most 


portable, easily hidden, easily divided; 
when pure, always of the same quality, 
and of all commodities they are the most 
stable in value, though gold is forty 
times less bulky and clumsy and heavy 
to handle than silver per dollar's value. 


Q-—How long have these metals been 


used as common measures of value? 


A.—From the earliest periods of his- 


tory. 
Q.—How is their value determined? 
A.—First, by weight—-'And Abraham 


weighed Ephron the silver"—and by 
weight to-day in China. 


Q'.—Upon what does their value de- 


pend?" 


A.—The quantity of labor which any 


particular quantity of them can buy or 
command or the quantity of other goods 
which it will exchange for, depends upon 
the fertility or barrenness of the mines 
which happen to be known about the 
time when such exchanges are made.— 
Adam Smith. 


Q.—What has beem done to obviate 


the necessity of weighing end 
as Abraham did? 
A.—First, commercial guilds, silver- 


smiths and others began to stamp on 
the metals certain marks testifying to 
the quantity and quality. 
After that 


the sovereigns, and then the govern- 
ments of the nations most civilized, be- 
gan to mint or coin the metals most in 
use.Q.—What is meant by coining a metal? 


A.—Putting a mark upon it which is 


a guarantee that it contains a given 
quantity of specified fineness. 


Q.—Does coinage add to the value of 


either metal? 


A.—It adds nothing to its value. It 


simply makes it more convenient to use 
and thus facilitates exchange. 


Q.—Then gold and silver are mere 


commodities after coinage as before? 


A.—The same as befora. 
Q.—Can you give any illustration to 


sustain this assertion? 


A.—When the coinage is free the coins 


are only of the value of the bullion each 
contains. 
Their legal tender quality 


adds nothing to their intrinsic worth. 
Melt up a gold eagle, and it is still 810. 
Melt up a silver dollar in any free coin- 
age country, it i3 still worth 50 cents, 
same as the silver dollar was. 


Q.—What is the origin of the word 


"dollar?" 


A.—In 1518 In Joachim's Valley, Bo- 


hemia, Count Schliek began to coin 
silver pieces of an ounce weight. They 
were uniform in weight and finesa and 
soon became numerous. 
Traders in 


want of some international standard, 
fixed by common honesty as a measure 
of value for other coins.gradually adopted 
these coins, and they were in good 
repute all over Europe, and under the 
name of Schlickten thalers, or Joachim's 
tbalers, became synonjms for honest 
coins of full weight and value. After a 
time the name was abreviated to thaler 
—literally "valleyer"—thence to Low 
German dahler, Swedish dalers, Italian 
tallero, and finally dollar. 
It was no 


government stamp, but the mere trade 
mark of an honest man. 


Q.—Why, then, does society go to the 


expense of establishing mints and form- 
ing intricate codes of laws relating to 
coinage if no additional value is given to 
the metals? 


A.—It is done simply for the purpose 


of facilitating exchange. 
Barter is the 


first crude form of commerce, but it is 
costly, subject to delay, to loss in the 
search for customers, and prevents that 
complete division of labor which is es- 
sential to the highest production. 


Q.—How does a common measure of 


value lead to a better division of labor? 


A.—By enlarging tho markets. When 


the market is narrow no one is encour- 
aged to devote himself to the produc- 
tion of one article, for ho may have most 
of his product on hia hands or be able 
to exchange it only for something he 
does not need. By enlarging his market 
he has more possible and actual custom- 
ers. They may have nothing he wants, 
but they pay him in coin and he ex- 
changes that for what he needs. 
Thus 


money encourages commerce by facilita- 
ting exchange, and this extension of 
commerce leads to a more economical 
division of labor, leaving all meu free to 
do all the time what they could best do. 


Q.~What is the function of money? 
A.—Money has a twofold, function; it 


is a measure of value and a' medium of 
exchange. 


Q.—How should the quantity of money 


he regulated? 


A.—By the demands of commerce. 
Q.—How does commerce regulate the 


supply of money? 


A,—As it regulates the supply of other 


commodities. When money is scarce in 
one country money rushes from other 
countries to supply the vacuum, just as 
when food or clothing is scarce supplies 
come from all quarters. 


Q.—What then is the province of legis- 


lation? 


A.—To maintain the standards, to 


punish fraud, to prevent counterfeiting, 
to insure peace and tranquillity and 
justice, and to remove all artificial bar- 
riers to exchange. 


Q.—What do people mean who cry for 


more money? 


A.—Sir Dudley North answered this 


in 1891, when he. said: "Money is not 
their want, but a price for their corn 
and cattle which they would sell but 
cannot." 


Q.—Would not more money enable 


them to sell them? 


A.—Not unless other people had some- 


thing they were willing to exchange for 
corn and cattle. 


Q.—Does not the 
introduction of 


coined money change the character of 
commercial transactions? 


A.—The reasons which make the tem- 


porary or market value of things de- 
pend on the demand and supply and the 
average and permanent value upon 
their cost of production are as applicable 
to a monetary system as to a system of 
barter. 


Q.—Is the value of money metal de- 


pendent on legislation?

A.—The value of money metal is de- 


pendent on the cost of production and 
on the rapidity of its circulation. 


Q.—What is the first requisite of good 


money? 


A—Stability. 
Q,—Is there a general 
disposition 


among nations to use gold as the chief 
money metal, subordinating silver? 


A.—This tendency, noticeable in the 


early part of the century, has become 
very marked since the Franco-Prussian 
war, 25 years ago, in all the civilized na- 
tions. 


Q.—What is bimetalism? 
A.—Bimetalisrn is the legalized use of 


two metals in the currency of a country 
at a fixed relative value. 


j.—IB it possible to maintain these 


metals in circulation at a fixed ratio 
witti free coinage? 


A.—Experience proves it to be impos- 


sible unless the bullion in each coin at 
some fixed ratio is equal m commercial 
value. The market ratio varies from 
time to time. The result is that the 
metal overvalued at the mint, leaves the 
country. This causes general fluctua- 
tion of values. This fact was noticed by 
John Stuart Mill, who says that when 
both metals are legal tender at a fixed 
valuation money is less stable than when 
the exclusive standard of the currency 
is either gold or silver. Instead of being 
affected only by the variations in the 
cost of production of one metal it is sub- 
ject to derangement from t»o.

DEATH OF JAMES WILSON. 


Called Away at tie Age of 69 


Years—Funeral Friday 


Afternoon. 


James Wilson, who has b:en ill for a 


number of weeks at the family home, 
No. 889 West Green street, passed away 
in death this (Thursday) morning at 7 
o'clock in the 70th year of his age. The 
deceased was the father of Thomas G.

ARMS FOR ECUADOR REBELS.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—The consul 


of the republic o£ Ecuador at San 
Francisco adopting the error, which

of arms from the United States to 
countries where revolutionary move- 
ments may be in progress are illegal, 
notified Secretary Gresham that two 
Vessels were about to leave San Fran- 
cisco, with consignments of arms sup- 
losed to be destined for rebels in 
Ecuador.

ASSOCIATE JUSTICE JACKSON 


Will Go to Washington to Sit In the In- 


come Tax Cases. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 25.—The 


health of Associate Justice Jackson of 
the United States biipreme court has 
steadily improved since he came to his 
home,West Meade, six miles from this 
city, several weeks ago. He intends 
to leave for Washington about May 4 
to sit with h is colleagues during the 
hearing of the income tax petitions. Af- 
ter the consideration of the petitions, 
Justice Jackson will return to his 
home and remain until the October 
term of court.

WASHINGTON, April 25.-The foil 


text of the opinion of Chief-Justice 
Fuller in the income tax cases re- 
cently announced in the United States 
supreme court has been made public. 
The chief justice's opinion dwells upon 
the contention of the claimants in the-; 
cases (Pollard vs. Farmers' Loan and 
Trust Co., and Hyde vs. The Conti- 
nental Trust Co.) against the constl 
tutionality of the law, and in a dis- 
seration upon the matter of taxes 
within the meaning of the constitu- 
tion refers to the historical circum- 
stances attending the framing and 
adoption of that instrument, and as to 
what at the time of that event were 
recognized as direct taxes. 


"Congress," says the chief justice, 


"under the articles of confederation, 
had no actual operative power of taxa- 
tion. It could call upon the states for 
their respective contributions or quotas' 
as previously determined upon, but in 
the case of the failure or omission of 
the state to furnish such contribution 
there were no means of compulsion, as 
congress had no power to lay any tax 
upon individuals." 


In the course of his elaborate pro- 


duction the chief justice says: "The 
requirement of the constitution is that 
no direct tax shall be laid otherwise 
than by apportionment—the prohibi- 
tion is not against direct taxes on 
land, from which the implication is 
sought to be drawn that indirect taxes 
on land would be 
constitutional. 


Unless, 
therefore, 
a 
tax 
upon 


rents or income 
issuing 
out 
of 


lands is intrinsically so 
different 


from a tax 
on 
the 
land 
itself 


that it belongs to a wholly different- 
class of taxes, such taxes must be re- j 
carded as falling within the same cat- 
egory as a tax on real estate e. o. nom-1 
inee. The name of the tax is unim- 
portant. The real question is: Is there 
any basis upon which to rest the con- 
tention that real estate belongs to one 
of the two great classes of taxes, and 
the rent or income which is the inci- 
dent of its ownership belongs to the 
other? We are unable to perceive any 
ground for the alleged distinction. 


'•Nothing can be clearer than that 


what the constitution 
intended to 


guard against was the exercise by the 
general government of the power of 
directly taxing persons and property 
within any state through a majority 
made up from the other stateb, and," 
he says, "we are of the opinion that 
the law in" question, so far as it levies 
a tax on the rents of income or real es- 
tate, is in violation of the constitution 
and is invalid. 


"The tax on government stocks," 


the chief justice farther cites, "IB 
thought by this court to be a tax on 
the contract, a tax on the power to 
borrow money on the credit of the 
United States, and consequently to be 
repugnant to the constitution." 


Upon each of the other questions ar- 


gued at the bar, to wit. 


1—Whether the void provisions as to 


rents and income from real estate in- 
validated the whole act; 


2. Whether as to the income from 


personal property as such, the act is 
unconstitutional as laying direct taxes, 
and 


3. Whether any part of the tax, if 


not considered as a direct tax, is in- 
valid for want of uniformity on either 
of the grounds suggested—the justices' 
who heard the argument are equally 
divided, and, therefore, no opinion is 
expressed. 


The result is that the decree of the 


circuit court is reversed and the cause 
remanded with directions to enter a 
decree in favor of the complainant in 
respect only of the voluntary payment 
of the tax on the rents and income of 
the real estate of the defendant com- 
pany, and of that which it holds in 
trust, and on the income from the 
municipal bonds owned or so held by 
it

Such a statement is misleading and 
only partially true. It demanded the 
wildest fancy of a poet's brain to con- 
ceive of a Minerva springing full- 
armed from the brow of Jove. Search 
will be made in vain in all history to 
find a single instance of an untrained 
man meeting great emergencies of any 
kind. Genius has been defined well as 
the result of long discipline in a given 
direction or diiections. 


Gen. Grant showed the military spirit

scholarship w is not brilliant, he cer- 
tainly excelled in all the qualities that 
combine to make a good soldier. Later 
he took a creditable part m the Mexi- 
can campaign, follow in<? which he ren- 
dered efficient service as an officer in 
the trying frcfaticr serv ice lie resigned 
from the army finally, not because he 
weaned of soldierly duty, but for the 
rea&on that the routine life in times of 
peace afforded no opportunities for the 
display of the martial spint that so 
preeminently stamped his character. 


'f he life at Galena was merely an ep- 


isode in his career, a brief season of fit- 
ful resting-, out of which he gladly 
emerged to enter upon a v, ork that was 
destined to be crowned with immortal- 
ity of fame 
Whatever may be said of his adminis- 


tration as a civic ruler, and it shoulc 
nob be forgotten that time softens the 
asperities of political strife as well aa 
It subdues, if it does not altogether ob 
llterata, the passions born of divergent 
opinions, none can deny to him many 
of the qualities of a great general. 
There are English critics, besides some 
on this side of the great waters, TV ho 
deny to him what they are pleased to 
term "strategic potency." These writ- 
ers, however, are by no means united 
among themselves as to what consti- 
tutes strategy, therein in no wise dif- 
fering with others who discuss the 
character and conduct of military 
heroes. 
\Miat might be properly 


termed strategy under given condi- 
tions would prove utter folly when the 
environment chanped. 
Gen. Grant 


was given a problem to solve and he 
accomplished his task along his own 
lines. Others may have worked it out 
more quickly along different lines, but 
the fact remains that all others who 
undertook it failed. 


A man of calm courage, ineffably 


collected under all conditions, he was at 
all times a man of action. Whenever ha 
was present idleness and inaction_were 
impossible. Appointed to discipline 
and 
drill 
the 
forces 
at 
Cairo, 


he 
soon made his historic move- 


It has frequently been charged that 


Gen. Grant did not show proper regard 
for human life, in that his battles in- 
variably were stamped by great slaugh- 
ter. This implication he himself brushed 
aside with the explanation that aU war 
is bloody and that that general is the 
best friend of peace who hastens it to 
its end. He further stated that the 
commander who hesitated to dislodge 
an enemy from a desired point because 
it might demand the sacrifice of life 
scarcely deserved to win a victory. War 
| was to him the sure road to a lasting 
' peace, and he sought by every means 
in his power to make the journey a 
short one. It was his fixed conclusion 
that the briefest war showed the few- 
est casualties and the least amount of 
luman suffering. 


Common fairness should suggest the 


injustice of comparing Grant's cam- 
paigns with the memorable ones of 
Europe, for the plain reason that the 
conditions of the former were utterly 
dissimilar to those of the latter. Ours 
was a civil war of vast proportions, 
which brought into requisition every 
possible energy of all the sections of 
the country. 
There was very good 


reason why the contest should not be 
protracted indefinitely, and in this 
Grant was keenly alive to the situation. 
It is slander against a brave and noble 
people to underestimate the beset- 
ments of the commander of the union 
forces. By common consent there was 
fair reason for honest difference as to 
the right of a state to secede from the 
union. 
Unquestionably 
the 
south 


maintained the secession view with en- 
thusiasm. Her people were thoroughly 
united, courageous and fired with pa- 
triotic determination to resist aU in- 
vasion and coercion, to the shedding of 
the last drop of blood. The leaders of 
the southern armies were experienced 
soldiers, thoroughly equipped for their 
stations and well qualified to inspire 
confidence and obedience in their fol- 
oweis. The ordinary courage of the 
southern soldiers was intensified in the 
mowlcdge that they were fighting 
upon their own soil in defense of their 
lomes and firesides. True, Grant had 
the advantage of numbers, but it is 
also tiue that he was at the disadvan- 
tage, usually, of acting on the offensive. 


Gen Grant realized at an early day 


in the contest that the recuperative- 
powers of the south had their set limita- 
tions—that the southern armies could 
not recruit new men continuously, and 
that its resources might bo exhausted. 
lie recognized the fact that after each 
heavy blow of battle the strength of 
the south waned visibly, and like the 
trained athlete he followed up blow 
with "blow in quick succession. Con- 
fession of these plain facts is no dis- 
credit to the people or the leaders of 
the section which wasovercome. That 
they made a skilled, energetic and 
heroic attempt to establish their cause 
is an admitted fact of history, which

vincible tenacity of purpose in the exe- 
cution of his plans. 
He could not be 


persuaded that the issue of a single 
battle determined the strength or 
weakness of an army, but 
with 


tentative energy looked to the cumula- 
tive results of many battles. 
The 


Wilderness was, in his eyes, but a 
scene in the act of the great war 
drama, and he shifted it within a week 
for another great bloody presentation. 
So before Petersburg in the great final 
act, day after day the work of slaugh- 
tering 
went on, while the enemy 


steadily and surely grew less strong to 
resist. 
Hence it may almost be said 


without exaggeration that his move- 
ments during the war presented an al- 
most continuous array of force against 
force and a constant clangor of death- 
dealing arms. 
Finally he accepted 


peace as the most blessed boon of a 
common country and rejoiced that the 
sound of war was heard no more hi all 
the land. 
The time has not yet arrived to prop- 


erly estimate the military character 
and work of Gen. Grant. The events 
in which he so prominently figured are 
of too recent date, and too many of 
the movers in them are now living to 
expect that justice shall be dealt out to 


' him. His former foes are not likely 
to forget the magnanimous terms he 
gave to Lee at Appomattox, nor his de- 
termined purpose of resistance in then- 
behalf when a misguided chief execu- 
tive soon afterward sought to set aside 
those conditions by arresting and bring- 
ing to trial those to whom he had 
pledged protection. The sublime and 
pathetic manner of his dying contrib- 
uted to the alUying of much of the 
feeling that had been cherished against 
him, and the expressions of kindly re- 
gard and sympathy that poured in as 
glad sunlight after a season of cloud 
and darkness tended to brighten the 
hours of bis dissolution. The closing 
days of his remarkable career offer the 
highest evidence to the greatness of kis 
spirit. Still, despite all that has been 
written, the fact remains that the duty 
of placing Grant where he properly be- 
longs remains to s future historian.

cussion. 
Then it occurred to him to enliven his 


text with diagrams, to stir in a few sta- 
tistics, to add a foot note or two, to tack 
on an appendix, and to send it out as a 
popular treatise on political economy, 
which he did, and he called it "Coin's 
Financial School." 


It is one of the most amusing of re- 


cent publications, but the most amusing 
thing about it is that some persons are 
inclined to take the book seriously. 


The writer quotes a statute and clips 


it off in the middle; he jumbles his fig- 
ures like a prestidigateur, and then tells 
the spectators that they will find the 
answer m their hats. He makes his 
comparison of value by diagrams of 
weight; he asks if you divide the wheat 
ciop by a given number of ounces of 
gold how many apples will England buy 
of America. He insists that though the 
gold product of the world in 1995 is as 
large as the gold and silver product of 
the world in 1873, yet the refusal any ! 
longer to coin the silver dollar accounts 
for the decline in prices twenty years 
after the crime of 1873. He asks if it is 
not plain that vve cannot pay the debts 
of the world in gold when the debts are 
twenty times as great as the gold. Al- 
together his conundrums are as marvel- 
ously constructed as his statutes, and 
they are fearfully and wonderfully made. 
But as he answers his conundrums him- 
self his kindergartners are satisfied and 
they hava Coin as a great financial 
authority. 


Unfortunately his auditors or readers 


are sincere, however much the author 
may bo given to charlatanry and hum- 
bug, and he finds himself a kihg for a 
day, as Bellamy did. 
It is only another illustration ot the 


necessity of teaching the rudiments of 
politicaf knowledge in our public schools. 
Coin has not the first conception of 
money, of industry or of commerce. 
There is not in this book the least indi 
cation that this -'teacher" has ever 
studied either the history of commerce 
or the first principles of political econ- 
omy. 
The book is so lacking in the first 


elements of serious work that men in 
earnest hesitate to refer to it at all, and 
when they do do not know where to 
begin.

the necessity of weighing and assaying 
as Abraham did?i 
A.—Piist, commercial guilds, silver- 


smiths and otheiB began to stamp on 
the metals certain maiks testifying to 
the quantity and quality. 
After that 


the sovereigns, and then the govern- 
ments ot the nations most civilized, be- 
gan to mint or coin the metals most in 
use. 
Q.—What is meant by coining a metal r 
A.—Putting a mark upon it which is 


a guarantee that it contains a given 
quantity of specified fineness. 


Q.—Does coinage add to the value of 


either metal? 
A.--It adds nothing to its value. It 


simply makes it more convenient to use 
and thus facilitates exchange. 


Q.—Then gold and silver are mere 


commodities after coinage as before? 


A.—The same as before. 
Q.—Can you give any illustration to 


sustain this assertion? 


A.—When the coinage is free the coins 


are only of the value of the bullion each 
contains. 
Their legal tender quality 


adds nothing to their intrinsic worth. 
Melt up a gold eagle, and it is still 810. 
Melt up a silver dollar in any free coin- 
age country, it is still worth 50 cents, 
same as the silver dollar was. 


Q.—What is the origin of the word 


"dollar?" 


A.—In 1518 in Joachim's Valley, Bo- 


hemia, Count Schlick began to coin 
silver pieces of an ounce weight. They 
were uniform in weight and finess and 
soon became numerous. Traders in 
want of some international standard, 
fixed by common honesty as a measure 
of value for other coins,gradually adopted 
these coins, and they were in good 
repute all over Europe, and under the 
name of Schlickten thalers, or Joachim's 
thalors, became synonjms for honest 
coins of full weight and value. After a 
time the name was abreviated to thaler 
—literally "valleyer"—thence to Low 
German dahler, Swedish dalers, Italian 
tallero, and finally dollar. 
It was no 


government stamp, but the mere trade 
mark of an honest man. 


Q.—Why, then, does society go to the 


expense of establishing mints and form- 
ing inti icate codes of laws relating to 
coinage if no additional value is given to 
the metals? 


A.—It is done simply for the purpose 


of facilitating exchange. 
Barter is the 


first crude -form of commerce, but it is 
costly, subject to delay, to lose in the 
search for customers, and prevents that 
complete division of labor which is es- 
sential to the highest production.

following chatechism is designed 


to present clearly the first principles in 
the currency question; to show the re- 
lation of money to wealth; of coin to 
wealth; of coin to money; and to trace 
the development of modern commerce 
from its first stage of barter. It is be- 
lieved that if one has distinctly in mind 
a few historical facts, a few scientific 
principles founded on these facts, one 
cannot be imposed on by financial char- 
latans or economic quacks. 


[A few additions have been made for 


the sake of clearness.—ED.] 


Q.—What is the object of man's in- 


dustry? 


A.—The necessaries, conveniences and 


amusements of life. 


Q.—Can man by his own industry pro- 


duce all that he desires? 


A.—By his own industry he satisfies a 


portion of his desires and exchanges a 
portion of his product for the product 
of the labor of others. 


Q.—What is the basis of this ex- 


change? 
A.—Labor is the real measure of the 


exchangeable value of all commodities. 


Q.—Is one man's labor the equal of 


another man's labor? 


A.—The value of men's labor varies. 


There may be more value produced in 
one hour's hard work than in two hours' 
easy business, more value in production 
m an hour's application to a trade which 
it has taken ten years to learn than in a 
week's industry in an ordinary occupa- 
tion. 
Q.—By what means is one man's labor 


compared with the labor of another? 


A.—By a comparison of what each 


produces with some other*-commodity 
which serves as a common denominator. 


Q.—For tne purpose of comparison, 


what commodities are generally used? 


A.—Gold and silver 
Q.—What qualities make these metals 


desirable? 
A.—Tney are the least perishable,most 


portable, easily hidden, easily divided; 
when pure, always of the same quality, 
and of all commodities they are the most; 
stable in value, though gold is forty 
times less bulky and clumsy and heavy 
to handle than silver per dollar's value. 


Q-—How long have these metals been 


used as common measures of value? 


A.—From the earliest periods of his- 


tory. 
Q.—How is their value determined? 
A.—First, by weight—"And Abraham 


weighed Ephron the silver"—and by 
weight to-day in China. 


Q.—Upon what does their value de- 


pend?" 
A.—The quantity of labor which any 


particular quantity of them can buy or 
command or the quantity of other goods 
which it will exchange for, depends upon 
the fertility or barrenness of the mines 
which happen to be known about the 
time when such exchanges are made.— 
Adam Smith. 
: Q.—What boa beem done to obviate 


Q.—How does a common measure of 


value lead to a better division of labor? 


A.—By enlarging the markets. When 


the market is narrow no one is encour- 
aged to devote himself to the produc- 
tion of one article, for he may have most 
of his product on his hands or be able 
to exchange it only for something he 
does not need. By enlarging his market 
he has more possible and actual custom- 
ers. They may have nothing he wants, 
butthoy pay him in coin and he ex- 
changes that for wnat he needs. 
Thus 


money encourages commerce by facilita- 
ting exchange, and this extension of 
commerce leads to a more economical 
division of labor, leaving all men free to 
do all the time what they could best do. 


Q.—What is the function of money? 
A.—Money has a twofold function; it 


is a measure of value and a medium of 
exchange. 


Q.—How should the quantity of money 
be regulated? 


A.—By the demands of commerce. 
Q.—How does commerce regulate the 


supply of money? 


A.—As it regulates the supply of other 


commodities. When money is scarce in 
one country money rushes from other 
countries to supply the vacuum, just as 
when food or clothing is scarce supplies 
come from all quarters. 


Q.—What then is the province of legis- 


lation? 


A.—To maintain the standards, to 


punish fraud, to prevent counterfeiting, 
to insure peace and tranquillity and 
justice, and to remove all artificial bar- 
riers to exchange. 


Q.—What do people mean who cry for 


more money? 


A.—Sir Dudley North answered this 


in 1891, when he said: "Money is not 
their want, but a price for their corn 
and cattle which they would sell but 
cannot." 


Q.—Would not more money enable 


them to sell them? 


A.—Not unless other people had some- 


thing they were willing to exchange for 
corn and cattle. 


Q.—Does not the 
introduction of 


coined money change the character of 
commercial transactions? 


A.—The reasons which make the tem- 


porary or market value of things de- 
pend on the demand and supply and the 
average and permanent value upon

pendent on legislation? 


A. — The value of money metal is de- 


pendent on the cost of production and i 
on the rapidity of its circulation. 
j 


Q. — What is the first requisite of good j 


money? 
< 


A.— Stability. 
Q. — Is there a general 
disposition 


among nations to use gold as the chief 
money metal, subordinating silver? 


A. — This tendency, noticeable in the 


early part of the century, has become 
very marked since the Franco-Prussian 
war, 25 years ago, in all the civilized na- 
tions. 


Q. — What is bimetalism? 
A. — Bimetalism is the legalized use of 


two metals in the currency of a country 
at a fixed relative value. 


Q. — Is it possible to maintain these 


'metals in circulation at a fixed ratio 
with free coinage? 


A. — Experience proves it to be impos- 


sible unless the bullion in each coin at 
some fixed ratio is equal in commercial 
value. The market ratio varies from 
time to time. The result is that the 
metal overvalued at the mint leaves the 
country. This causes general fluctua- 
tion of values. This fact was noticed by 
John Stuart Mill, who says that when 
both metals are legal tender at a fixed 
valuation money is less stable than when 
the exclusive standard of the currency 
is either gold or silver. Instead of being 
affected only by the variations in the 
cost of production of one metal it is sub- 
ject to derangement from two.

in which they were once supreme. Mrs. 
Sartoris came here last winter and was 
welcomed by society with open arms. 
She was married in the white house, 
where, as Neilie Grant, the daughter of 
the great soldier statesman, she was 
one of the brightest and most popular 
belles of the white house. She em- 
bodied in her character the genial and 
unaffected 
qualities which for 
her 


father won so many friends. She con- 
ducted herself in all respects as a sim- 
ple and happy girl; made friends by the 
score and was in everything as lovable 
as though her father were not a presi- 
dent and 'herself the "observed of all 
observers." 


During her residence at the white 


house there was a series of lavish en- 
tertainments never before equaled in 
the history of the republic, culminat- 
ing in the historic wedding beneath the 
marriage bell, which robbed America 
of one of its favored daughters, and 
gave to England a matron endowed 
with the sterling qualities of American 
womanhood. The details of her unfor- 
tunate marriage are too well known to 
be more than touched upon. The fact 
that it alienated her from her native 
land has been a subject of deep regret

ARMS FOR ECUADOR REBELS. 


Secretary Gre§ham Decline* to Interfere 


In Tholr Shipment. 


WASHINGTON, April 24 —The consul 


of the republic of Ecuador at San 
Francisco adopting the error, which 
was widely circulated, that shipment 
of arms from the United States to 
countries where revolutionary move- 
ments may be in progress are illegal, 
notified Secretary Uresham that two 
vessels were about to leave San Fran- 
cisco, with consignments of arms sup- 
posed to be destined for rebels in 
Ecuador. He asked that the United 
States interpose to prevent these ship- 
ments. Secretary Gresham referred 
the matter to Attorney-General Olney, 
who gave an opin ion that there was 
nothing illegal in the acts complained 
of. The United States authorities ac- 
cordingly declined to interfere, and 
the vessels are reported to have since 
sailed for their destination. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—The full 


text of the opinion ol Chief-Justice 
Fuller in the income tax cases re- 
cently announced in the United States 
supreme court has been made public. 
The chief justice's opinion dwells upon 
the contention of the claimants in the- 
cases (Pollard vs. Farmers' Loan and 
Trust Co., and Hyde vs. The Conti- 
nental Trust Co.) against the const! 
tutionality of the law, and in a dis- 
seration upon the matter of taxes 
within the meaning of the constitu- 
tion refers to the historical circum- 
stances attending the framing and 
adoption of that instrument, and as to 
what at the time of that event were 
recognized as direct taxes. 


"Congress," says the chief justice, 


"under the articles of confederation, 
had no actual operative power of taxa- 
tion. It could call upon the states for 
their respective contributions or quotas 
us previously determined upon, but in 
the case of the failure or omission of 
the state to furnish such contribution 
there were no means of compulsion, as 
congress had no power to lay any tax 
upon individuals."

The name of the tax is unim- 
portant. The real question is: Is there 
any basis upon which to rest the con- 
tention that real estate belongs to one 
ofthetwogreatclass.es of taxes, and 
the rent or income which is the inci- 
dent of its= ownership belongs to the 
other? We are unable to perceive any 
ground for the alleged distinction. 


"Nothing can be clearer than that 


what the constitution 
intended to 


guard against was the exercise by the 
general government of the power of 
directly taxing persons and property 
within any state through a majority 
made up from the other states, and," 
he savs, "we are of the opinion that 
the law in question, so far as it levies 
a tax on the rents of income or real es- 
tate, is in violation of the constitution 
and is invalid. 


"The tax on government stocks," 


the chief justice further cites, "is 
thought by this court to be a tax on 
the contract, a tax on the power to 
borrow money on the credit of the 
United States, and consequently to be 
repugnant to the constitution." 


Upon each of the other questions ar- 


gued at the bar, to wit: 


1—Whether the void provisions as to 


rents and income from real ebtato in- 
validated the whole act; 


B. Whether as to the income from 


personal property as such, the act is 
unconstitutional as laying direct taxes, 
and 


3. Whether fny part of the tax, if 


not considered ai a direct tax, is in- 
valid for want of uniformity on either 
of the grounds suggested—the justices! 
who heard the argument are equally 
divided, and, therefore, no opinion is 
expressed. 


The result is that the decree of the 


circuit court is reversed and the cause 
remanded with directions to enter a 
decree in favor of the complainant in 
respect only of the voluntary payment 
of the tax on the rents and income of 
the real estate of the defendant com- 
pany, and of that which it holds in 
trust, and on the income from the 
municipal bonds owned or so held by 
it

careful training in one of the best mil- 
itary schools of the age, where, if his 
soholarbliip was not brilliant, he cer- 
tainly excelled m all the qualities that 
combine to make a good soldier. Later 
he took a creditable part in the Mexi- 
can campaign, following which he ren- 
dered efficient service as an officer in 
the trying frontier seiviee. He resigned 
from the army finally, not because he 
wearied of soldierly duty, but for the 
reason that the loutme life in times of 
peace afforded no opportunities for the 
display of the martial spirit that BO 
preeminently stamped his character. 


The life at Ualena was merely an ep- 


isode m his career, a brief season of fit- 
ful resting, out of which he gladly 
emerged to eater upon a work that was 
destined to be crowned with immortal- 
ity of fame. 


Whatever may be said of his adminis- 


tration as a civic ruler, and it should 
not be forgotten that time softens the 
asperities of political strife as well as 
it subdues, if it does not altogether ob- 
literate, the passions born of divergent 
opinions, none can deny to him many 
of tho qualities of a great general 
There are English critics, besides some 
on this side of the great waters, who 
deny to him what they are pleased to 
term "strategic potency." These writ- 
ers, however, are by no means united 
among themselves as to what consti 
tutes strategy, therein m no wise dif 
fering with others who discuss the 
character and conduct of military 
heroes 
What might be properly 


termed strategy under given condi- 
tions would prove utter folly when the 
environment changed. 
Gen. Grant 


was given a problem to solve and he 
accomplished his task along his own 
lines. Others may have worked it out 
more quickly along different lines, but 
the fact remains that all others who 
undertook it failed. 


A man of calm courage, ineffably 


collected under all conditions, he was at 
all times a man of action. Whenever hs 
was present idleness and inaction were 
impossible. Appointed to discipline 
and 
drill 
the 
forces 
at Cairo, 


he soon made his historic move- 


peace, and he sought by every means 
hi his power to make the journey a 
short one. It was his fixed conclusion 
that the briefest war showed the few- 
est casualties and the least amount of 
human suffering. 


Common fairness should suggest the 


injustice of comparing Grant's cam- 
paigns with the memorable ones of 
Europe, for the plain reason that the 
conditions of the former were utterly 
dissimilar to those of the latter. Ours 
was a civil war of _ vast proportions, 
which brought into' requisition every 
possible energy of all the sections of 
the country 
There was very good 


reason why the contest should not be 
protracted indefinitely, and in this 
Grant was keenly alive to the situation. 
It is slander against a brave and noble 
people to underestimate the beset- 
ments of the commander of the union 
forces. By common consent there was 
fair reason for honest difference as to 
the right of a state to secede from the 
union. 
Unquestionably the 
south 


maintained the secession view with en- 
thusiasm. Her people were thoroughly 
united, courageous and fired with pa- 
triotic determination to resist all in- 
vasion and coercion, to the shedding of 
the last drop of blood. The leaders of 
the southern armies were experienced 
soldiers, thoroughly equipped for their 
stations and well qualified to inspire 
confidence and obedience in their fol- 
owers 
The ordinary courage of the 


outhern soldiers was intensified in the. 
enow ledge that they were fighting 
upon their own soil in defense of their 
lomes and fircbides „ True, Grant had 
,he advantage of numbers, but it is 
ilso tiue that he was at the disadvan- 
age, usually, of acting on the offensive. 


Gen. Grant realized at an early clay 


n the contest that the recuperative 
cowers of the south had their set limita- 
iions—that the southern armies could 
not i ecruit new men continuously, and 
;hat its resources might be exhausted 
tie recognized the fact that after each 
leavy blow of battle the strength of 
the south waned visibly, and like the 
trained athlete he followed up blow 
with blow in quick succession 
Con- 


fession of these plain facts is no dis- 
credit to the people or the leaders of 
the section which wasovercome. That 
they made a skilled, energetic and 
heroic attempt to establish their cause 
is an admitted fact of history, which 
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ment npon Belmont, and 
direct- 


ly afterward bore down upon Don- 
elson and Fort Henry. Then followed 
Stuloh, luka and Corinth. It should 
bo borne hi mind, too, that while suc- 
cesses were accompanying his every 
movement in the west, the union efforts 
in the east were usually followed by 
discouragements. Placed in command 
of the combined armies, when he went 
to Virginia, there resulted greatest 
possible activity, not only where he 


Is only strengthened by admission of 
the sagacity and skill of the general 
through whose leadership final victory 
was brought to tho union arms. If he 
was deficient in what Europeans term 
strategy he was abundantly suppled 
with strong common sense, an apt 
appreciation of tho energy, courage 
and skill of his adversaries and an in- 
vincible tenacity of purpose in the exe- 
cution of his plans 
He could not be 


persuaded that the issue of a single 
battle determined the strength or 
weakness of an army, but 
with 


tentative energy looked to the cumula- 
tive results of many battles. 
The 


Wilderness was, in his eyes, but a 
scene in the act of the great war 
drama, and he shifted it within a week 
for another great bloody presentation. 
So before Petersburg in the great final 
act, day after day the work of slaugh- 
tering 
went on, while the enemy 


steadily and surely grew less strong to 
resist. 
Hence it may almost be said 


without exaggeration that his move- 
ments during the war presented an al- 
most continuous array of force against 
force and a constant clangor of death- 
dealing arms. 
Finally he accepted 


peace as the most blessed boon of a 
common country and rejoiced that tho 
sound of war was heard no more in all 
the land. 
The time has not yet arrived to prop 


erly estimate the military character 
and work of Gen. Grant. The events 
in which he so prominently figured are 
of too recent date, and too many of 
the movers in them are now living to 
expect that justice sliall be dealt out to 
him 
His former foes are not likely 


to forget the magnanimous terms he 
gave to Lee at Appomattox, nor his de- 
termined purpose of resistance in then- 
behalf when a misguided chief execu- 
tive soon afterward sought to set aside 
those conditions by arresting and bring- 
in"- to trial those to whom he had 
pledged protection. The sublime and 
pathetic manner of his dying contrib- 
uted to the allaying of much of tho 
feeling that had been cherished against 
him. and the expressions of kindly re- 
gard and sympathy that poured in as 
glad sunlight after a season of cloud 
and darkness tended to brighten the 
hours of his dissolution. The closing' 
days of his remarkable career offer the 
highest evidence to the greatness of his 
spirit. Still, despite all that has been 
written, the fact remains that the duty
